HUNTIXHTOVS PROPOSITION. 


A bill has been introduced in tho 


U. S. Senate (by request) to create 
a Sinking Fund for the liquidntion 
of the Government bonds aivunced 
to the Central and Western Pacific 
Railroad Companies. 
The bill em- 


bodies a proposition submitted by 
Vice President Hnntingtcn in behalf 
of that company, substantially as 
follows: 
The company is to convey 


and release to the United States all 
unsold lands hitherto granted to it 
in the State of Nevada and in Utah 
Territory, and tho Secretary of tlie 
Treasury is thereupon to place to the 
credit of a Sinking Fund for the com- 
pany the value of these lands com- 
puted at $2 50 per acre. 
The com- 


pany will also pay into the Treasury 
for account of this fund the proceeds 
of any such lands hitherto sold by 
it to the extent of the excess it mny 
Lave received over and above §2 50 
per acre and costs of surveying. 
Iho third section of tho bill directs 
the Secretary of the Treasury to 
carry to the credit of this Sinking 
Fund all amounts due the company 
for Government transportation up to 
the first day of last January, which, 
if not amounting at said da*e to 
S.1,000,000, shall be made up to that 
sum by the company. 
The fourth 


section requires the company to p.iy 
semi-monthly into the United States 
Troarury such Burns in money or iu 
nny United States bonds or securi- 
ties at par, with interest thereon, as 
hereinafter provided, will be suffi- 
cient when added to the sums to the 
credit of said Sinking Fund to pay 
off the Government subsidy bonds 
with six per cent, interest thereon

Summary of Important Telegram*. 


Opposition to Dana'* Confirmation. 


NEW YORK, April 4. 


From two until five this p. M. the 


Senate held another absorbing execu- 
tive session on the question of the 
confirmation of Dana. The manifest 
disposition was to settle it one way 
or the other.

The Railroad 
monopoly. 


That the Central Pacific Railroad 


Company is one of the most gigantic 
monopolies every citizen of the State 
of Nevada well knows and has felt. 
For every rod that goods are carried 
within the borders of thin State by 
that road, an extra charge above the 
rates of fare for any other section ia 
made. The west line of this State 
appears to be but a toll gate, and every 
station thereafter until the east line ia 
reached, ia but a repetition, where 
additional toll is collected. 
Every 


man, woman and child going East, 
that passes the West line to stop at 
gome way station to go West or East 
within this State, pays a part of this 
toll—a tribute to the ostensible own- 
ers of the rood built by the Govern- 
ment and donated to private specu- 
lation. By this charter wo find that 
thia road was aided by the Govern- 
ment with more than a princely do- 
nation "to promote the public inter- 
est and welfare," and yet we find that 
a distinction is made against the peo- 
ple of this State. Not satisfied with 
a belt of land extending ten miles on 
either side of the road in the most 
fertile valleys iu our State they still 
extort, from us a pitiful tax per capita 
and as onerous tax ami every pound 
of freight lauded. 
The. right of 


States to regulate fares and freights 
within its bounderies, has been de- 
termined by the highest tribunal of 
the land in favor of the State, but 
say the magnates of this donated 
property: "Our road runs through 
yonr Stata; it does not begin or end 
there, and we have a right to discrim- 
inate because of that fact." Should 
such a case come up, we have no 
fears that such a distinction would 
be iniu'e against the State. It would 
not come within the resnrvation made 


the Constitution of the United 


States—the right to regulate com- 
merce between the different States, 
but it would be the preservation of 
the right of a State to protect its cit- 
izens from the greed of a monopoly. 
All through this Stato the people 
should elect no ono to the Legisla- 
ture who had not in the roost solemn 
manner pledged himself to favor a 
bill to regulate these fares and du- 
ties, and to make if possible a road 
built 1)9 the people serviceable to its 
citizens, »nd if after Hiicli a law is 
passed, we feel certain that if not 
acquiesced in tho C. P. B. B. Co. 
will be able to borrow a sufficient 
sum to test tho mutter in Court. Let 
the issue be made.—Pior.he Journal.
